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ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant's amendments to claims 1, 9, and 17 so as to incorporate the limitations of 
claims 8, 16, and 24 respectively is appreciated. However, applicants proposed amendments 
do not merely cancel claims, adopt examiner suggestions, remove issues for appeal, or in 
some other way require only a cursory review by the examiner. The examiner's previous 
response indicated that previously presented claims 3, 8, 1 1, 16, 19, and 24 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. In response to the examiner indication of allowable subject 
matter, applicants incorporated the limitations of claims 8, 16, and 24 into their respective 
independent claims. However, in doing so, applicant's did not adhere to the examiner's 
suggestions in that the particular incorporation created new claim combination not previously 
considered. For example, the subject matter of objected to claims 3,11, and 19 was never 
previously considered in light of previously objected to claims 8, 16, and 24. Accordingly, 
further search and/or consideration is required on the part of the examiner. An amendment 
merely rewriting claims 3, 8, 1 1, 16, 19, and 24 in independent form and canceling all other 
claims would not require further consideration and would be entered.
